Until the railroad problem is settled 
right we have assurance neither of 
stable prosperity nor economic jus­ 
tice, W. G. McAdoo declared in an 
address here today. 
“With foreign markets re-opened 
to our farm products, with a just 
and 
equitable tariff 
bill enacted, 
and with railroad reform effected 
so that ample, efficient and cheap 
transportation 
shall 
be 
provided 
throughout the land.” said Mr. Mc­ 
Adoo, “a sound basis for restoring 
agricultural prosperity and promot­ 
ing the prosperity of all classes of 
our 
people, 
including 
legitimate 
business will be provided.” 
The candidate for the democratic 
nomination for president declared 
that the “administration’s theory of 
relief to the farmers through re­ 
duced freight rates is to wait seven 
years for tlie railroads to decide 
wrhether or not they are willing to 
consolidate in order to produce re­ 
duced freight rates. 
This is far­ 
cical. 
What is demanded is action 
nowr to meet the emergency 
in 
w'hich agriculture is suffering and 
in w'hich the people of the entire 
nation are suffering from wrongs 
inflicted by unsound 
and 
unwise 
railroad legislation. 
“There is no effective government 
at Washington today. 
Demoraliza­ 
tion, graft and inefficiency abound. 
The republican party has no co­ 
hesion in the house of representa­ 
tives or in the senate and the pres­ 
ident is unable to secure a major­ 
ity in either house. 
Such a con­ 
dition of affairs is a serious mat­ 
ter, not alone for the business of 
the country but for the morals of 
the people and the progress of the 
nation. 
The government can be ad­ 
ministered successfully only on the 
progressive democratic principle of 
honesty, efficiency and service to 
all the people. 
The salvation of 
the nation depends upon the day 
when progressive democracy’s con­ 
trol of the government shall be re­ 
stored.” 
Regarding railroads, Mr. McAdoo 
said: 
“Government ownership of 
the 
railroads shall not he considered 
until every reasonable effort has 
been exhausted to secure a satisfac­ 
tory solution tinder private owner­ 
ship and efficient government regu­ 
lation. 
If it is not settled by March 
4, 1925, and I should be called to 
exercise the highest responsibility 
of the land given by ihe people a 
supporting congress, I shall call a 
special session and urge immediate 
action.

teaspoonful of salt; beat well u n i 
add one tablespoonful of melted but­ 
ter and fold in the stiffly-beaten 
w hite of the eggs. Bake in buttered 
muffin tins about twenty minutes. 
Lazy Da>sy Cake.— Into a nieasur- 
ing cup drop tHe whites of two eggs, 
fill tbe cup to one-half with soft­ 
ened butter, not m elted; add milk 
to fill the cup. 
Now add one cup­ 
ful of sugar, one and one-half cup­ 
fuls of flour, two ten spoonfuls of 
baking powder sifted with the flour 
three times, add a bit of salt and 
beat hard with a Dover egg beater 
for several minutes. Bake in a loaf, 
ice w’ith powdered sugar, one tea­ 
spoonful of lemon extract and a 
tablespoonful of milk; beat until 
creamy. 
This makes a tender and 
delicious white cake. 
Add a half-cupful of black walnut 
meats to the custard pie. The nuts 
will rise, and form a delicious crust 
over the top of tlie* pie when baked. 
Chop the nuts rather coarsely; do 
not put through the meat grinder as 
it crushes them and makes them 
pasty.

against him. A court order also w*as 
sought to restrain the use of books 
and papers belonging to Thompson 
as evidence against him. 
Attorneys for Forbes entered pleas 
of not guilty on all four indictments 
against him and Thompson, jointly 


and individually, and Thompson en­ 
tered pleas of not guilty of the in­ 
dictments and a motion to quash as 
the fourth, which charged conspiracy 
to defraud. 
Thompson was subpoenaed to ap­ 
pear before the grand jury with cer­ 
tain of his books and papers, and the 
evidence submitted 
to 
government 
counsel, hut he never was permitted 
to testify, according to his counsel. 
The statem ent also charged that dur­ 
ing that time of grand jury investiga­ 
tion “inflammatory 
articles” 
were 
appearing in the Chicago daily press 
and that “propaganda was being dis­ 
seminated by some one for the pur­ 
pose of so inflaming public senti­ 
ment and public prejudice that a 
fair hearing or investigation would 
be impossible.”

Detachable Bird Houses

The 
can is nailed to the underside of the 
bird house and slipped over the end of 
the pole. Nails are then driven mto 
the slots and bent downward at right 
angles as shown, so that the can will 
not slip off.
